LONG A DEPUTY SHERIFF 


Former County Recorder and 


Once I, 0. 0, F. Grand 


Master of Indiana. 


Platt J. Wise, until six years ago 


a resident of Fort Wayne and for 
more than forty years a familiar 
figure about the county offices, where 
he served both as elected ofllclal and 
deputy, died at 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing at his home, 201 Colorado ave- 
nue, Chicago, at the advanced age 
of eighty-eight years. 


Brief announcement of Mr. Wise's 


death reached the city this morning 
in a telegram from his son, Charles 
P. Wise, to his wife, who has been in 
the city for the past two weeks a 
guest at the Shoaff home, on East 
Berry street. 
Particulars were not 


given, but it is assumed that the 
death must have been sudden, for 
Mrs. Wise had no knowledge of the 
illness of her father-in-law, and 
a 


letter written to her yesterday by her 
daughter makes no mention of it. 
Mrs. Wise left at once for Chicago 
in response to the telegram. 


To a reporter for The Sentinel Mrs. 


Wise stated that the aged gentleman 
had sustained a fall three weeks ago 
by slipping upon the street in Chi- 
cago, nnd it may be possible that 
this hastened his end, though he had 
been very feeble for 'some time. 
It 


is probable that the remains will be 
brought to Fort Wayne for inter- 
ment, though the funeral arrange- 
ments have not been completed. 
WAS VERY WIDELY KNOWN. 
Few residents of this city have had 


a more extended acquaintance than 
the aged "man whoso 
long career 


closed this morning, and his quasi- 
public position made him a conspicu- 
ous figure in this city for half a cen- 
tury. 
Mr. Wise was 
a native of 


New York state and ho came to Fort 
Wayne as a young man late in the 
'40s. 


His first employment was as a 


clerk in a grocery establishment, and 
for some years he was engaged as a 
school teacher, drifting soon there- 
after into politics, for which he con- 
ceived a strong liking. 
His work 


here soon gave him prestige 
and 


paved the way for an intimate con- 
nection with county affnirs that ex- 
tended over a period of forty-two 
years. 
For this long term, in one 


capacity and another. SIi. Wiae was 
engaged in Allen county offices and 
he acquired a thorough familiarity 
with county affairs possessed by few 
men aside from tills veteran. 


His employment in the Allen coun- 


ty court house extended from about 
1854 almost continuously down to 
the time of his retirement in 1896. 


SERVED AS RECORDER. 


After having been connected with 


one or two other offices 
for some 


years, Mr. Wise was elected county 
recorder in 1860, serving one term, 
and later held deputyships in the 
auditor and the clerk's offices. 
It 


was in the sheriff's office, however, 
that Mr. Wise was best known, for 
his term of service there extended 
over a period of twenty-four years 
nnd down to 
the 
retirement 
of 


Sheriff Clausmeier in 1896. 
TJpou 


the death of Sheiiff Hance in the 
early '70s Mr. Wise served as county 
sheriff for the nine months of the 
term uncompleted by Sheriff Hance, 
but during the balance of the nearly 
a quarter of a century he served as 
chief deputy to the sheriff and was 
in charge of the clerical work of the 
office for many incumbents. His ad- 
vancing age made it necessary for 
Mr. Wise to retire from public life 
upon the accession of Sheriff Melch- 
ing to the office in 1896. 


HIGH IN ODD FELLOWSHIP. 
Mr. Wise was a prominent member 


of the Independent Order of Odd Fel- 
lows for many years, taking a lead- 
ing part in the work of that frater- 
nity. He held membership in Fort 
Wayne lodge No. 14 and was honored 
hy Indiana Odd Fellows in his elec- 
tion to the highest place within the 
pfift of the order—that of grand mas- 
ter of the grand lodge of Indiana—in 
1872. 


Mr. Wise was married in this city 


and is survived by the widow and 
three children—Mrs. Emmett Flem- 
ing, of Buffalo, N. Y.; Prof. Harry O. 
Wise, of Redlands. Cal., nnd Charles 
P. Wise, of Chicago. Five years ago, 
and soon after his retirement from 
the sheriff's office, Mr. and Mrs. Wise 
left Fort Wayne, removing to Frank-

Venezuela has failed to make the 
first payment of $300,000 due on the 
French claims on December 31. 


Venezuela also owes 
the French 


cable company $20.000 and the com- 
pany refuses to extend credit to the 
government. 
President 
Castro 
is 


deeply Incensed. 
His 
attempts to 


borrow money 
from the 
Bank of 


Venezuela have failed. The govern- 
ment also owes that institution $2,- 
600,000. 


President Castro's 
next step will 


be to force a loan from the mer- 
chants. 


The better element in Venezuela is 


urging him to give 
up his office. 


His resignation has been publicly de- 
manded In a speech delivered in the 
plaza. 
It is impossible for him to 


hold power beyond February. 


Troops are sleeping in the plazas

father to see him defeated. 
He can 


go in and 
win by himself.' 
So 


many Christians are prone to become 
discouraged after they have been un- 
successful once, and are loath to try 
again. 
But let us remember that 


our Father, too, is too great a general 
and too loving a Father to see us de- 
feated. 


FOLLOWERS OF GOD. 


"Now, 
we will take up the next 


thought, 'Be ye followers of God.' 
We should follow as nearly as ws 
can in his footsteps. 
His steps are 


too long for us to follow. 
The fact 


is, we have no conception of God. 
Let me show you a few of Christ's 
footsteps. He kept away from every 
form of sin. 
Christians, do not be 


caug-ht in questionable places. 
It j 


is an awful sight to see a professed 
Christian in a barroom. I warn you, 
young women, to keep n-s-ay from 
the ball room. 
A young-man onrn 


asked his sister 
to do this. 
She 


asked him why. 
He told her she 


couldn't be a Christian and go to 
such places. '0, yes, I can,' she said. 
'The next time you go to a dance,' 
said her brother, 'ask any of your 
partners if they 
are 
Christians.' 


That night she. went to a Mil and 


wnll« walking tn tb» con*«rr»tory 
with a companion she asked him If 
he were a Christian. He looked at 
her In surprise.

that knocked the first In front of 
a passing vehicle. He was run over 
and so badly hurt that he -was taken 
to the hospital. Next day and tho 
day following 
that the other lad 


called at the hospital, bringing little 
gifts and asking about his friend. 
On the third day he was told 
his 


injured chum was dying and he was 
allowed to see him. He was admitted 
to the dying lad's room and dropping 
on his knees by the bedside, he im- 
plored forgiveness for having struck 
the blow that caused his friend to 
fall under the wheels of the wagon. 
And it was freely given. 
That is 


how God wants us to do.

CEHH1 PUSSES 


Railroad Representatives on 


Hand-Few Annuals are 


Distributed. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 9 
Some of the 


members of the legislature on the 
first day of their arrival began look- 
ng around for railroad passes. They 
were mostly new members who had 
ward that free transportation over 
he steam roads could almost 
be 


licked up In the streets of Indian- 
apolis. 
The second-termers knew 


hat all they had to do was to wait 
.nd the "gents 
with the passes" 


vould be on hand. The passes have 
rrived and Wednesday night they 


were distributed, a few of the fa- 


ored ones getting annual 
passes, 


ut most of the members got session 


»s, good only in Indiana a=d to 


sixty-three days. 


So flagrant was the abuse of passes 


last session that the railroads con 
sldercd the question of cutting of 
the supply. 
One of the cases was 


that of a senator who secured passes 
for himself and a friend and took a 
trip that came near resulting disas- 
trously. 
The conductor who knew 


the senator 
did not take up the 


passes, but reported the matter to his 
company. 


The members of both houses—at 


least some of them—sent all kinds of 
people over the roads and three or 
four passes issued on account of the 
Indiana legislature were found In the 
hands of Chicago scalpers. 


But the old custom prevailed and 


the passes have been Issued this year 
the same as ever. 
It is reported, 


however, that a closer watch will be 
kept this year and any abuse of 
passes will result in the transporta- 
tion being taken up.

DISCOVERED -DEFICIENCY. 


In relation to the State Home for 


Feeble-Minded Youth ia Port Wayne 
the governor says: 


"I discovered, after the adjourn- 


ment of the legislature of 1901, that 
in reporting the deficiencies to that 
legislature by the superintendent of 
the feeble-minded institute, at Fort 
Wayne, that there had been purpose- 
ly omitted $5,317.87 for materials 
furnished in the building known as 
Colonia. Accompanied by the attor- 
ney general and auditor of state, I 
made an exhaustive investigation of 
the causes for this 
deficiency, and 


found that Is was being nursed by 
the 
superintendent, 
without 
the 


knowledge of the board, with the in- 
tent of being reimbursed from an ap- 
propriation made by the last general 
assembly for other specific purposes. 
The investigation 
developed 
that 


this deficiency was being carried in 
the shape of notes and due bills, with 
the guarantee of the superintendent 
that payment would be made with 
interest from the said appropriation. 
The law would not admit of any such 
payment. There was no question of 
loss to the state on account of the 
materials furnished, but the princi- 
ple that would carry an unauthor- 
ized indebtedness with the expecta- 
tion of payment from an appropria- 
tion that did not contemplate this 
expenditure was in every way per-

Classification 
of Voices" was the 


theme of an address by Prof. Wil- 
liam 7diles, supervisor of music ia 
the public schools, which contained 
many valuable hints as to giving in- 
structions in music to children. Mr. 
Frederick's subject was "Beading." 
He said in part: 


"There is a two-fold purpose in 


teaching reading, learning to read 
and gaining information from read- 
ing. 
The first stage occupies 
the 


chief 
place 
at 
the beginning of 


school life and the second is the 
graduad outcome of this knowledge.'' 
Mr. Frederick gave a number of con- 
crete illustrations of good reading 
matter for the various grades. 


Prof. C. T. Lane, principal of the 


Fort Wayne high school, addressed 
the institute on "Percentage." Prof. 
Lane argued that the teacher 
was 


responsible for wasting the time and 
energies of pupils through 
failure 


to use their willingness. The whole 
tendency of text books is to make the 
subject more difficult and so deaden 
the mental activities by forcing upon 
the pupil rules, illustrations and ex- 
ercises, thus leading him to do all 
other exercises by the meaning of the 
text book rules and exercises. 
The 


teacher should induce in the student 
the power of analysis which will en- 
able him to decide upon what is re- 
quired by what is given by the aid of 
his own intelligence. 


Miss Jessie Drake sang a solo this 


afternoon, which was followed by a 
talk on "Two-part Singing," by Prof. 
Miles. Mr. Frederick gave a contin- 
uation of his morning talk, the aft- 
ernoon being devoted to picking up 
of the ends. 
The teachers brought 


in questions on the work of the week 
which were discussed with the ob- 
ject of getting the best thoughts of 
the week's program.

The most serious wreck in the his- 


tory of Division C, of the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and 
Chicago road, oc- 


curred 
last evening at 
5 o'clock, 


when 
three 
of 
the 
thirty 
or 


thirty-five passengers on one of tiie 
trains were lulled and 
twenty in- 


jured. 


The accident 
happened 
a square 


and a half west of the station in the 
town of Ada, Ohio, and it was a rear 
end collision, No. 19, the fast west- 
bound mail, running into No. 35, tiie 
Crestline-Fort Wayne accommoda- 
tion. The latter had stopped at the 
station and had not yet got under 
full headway, when the fast mail 
crashed into the read coach with ter- 
rific force. The rear car was a combi • 
nation baggage and • passenger car, 
with the baggage 
end toward the 


east. This was a new and heavy car 
and it was driven with such force 
against the coach in front of it that 
the latter 
was split in the center 


nearly its entire length and the sides 
were crowded out until tho c^r as- 
sumed the shape of a letter V. Most 
of the injured and the three men who 
were killed were riding on this car.

SCENE OF THE WRECK. 


Tiie crash 
o£ the 
collision 
was 


heard over the entire town of Ada 
and a moment afterwards a crowd 
was attracted to the scene and the 
rescue of the wounded and the re- 
moval of the dead was commenced. 
Every surgeon in the city was qui?k- 
ly on the scene and the injured peo- 
ple received prompt and skillful at- 
tention. 


Immediately following the wreck 


a message was sent to the railway 
offices in this city and inside of a 
half-hour 
a relief train, 
bearing 


Drs. C. B. Stenien, W. M. Enslen, A. 
H. MacBeth, W. W. Barnett and R. 
P. White, was en route to the scene 
of the accident. 
En route to Ada 


this train picked up two surgeons at 
Lima and two at Van Wert and there 
was nothing lacking in the way of 
surgical attendance. 
This train re- 


turned here 
at 4:20 
o'clock this 


morning, bringing to the city four of 
the wounded men. J. M. Freis, Ben- 
jamin Zooi nnd 
W. P. Blackburn 


were taken to St. Josph hospital and 
H. D. Geise. the car repairer, was 
taken to his home on Euclid avenue. 


The city ambulance and the city 


patrol wagon and two of Undertaker 
Peltier's wagons met the train at 
the depot and conveyed the wounded 
to the hospital or to their homes 
without delay. 


Mrs. 
J. M. Fries, wife of the in- 


jured passenger now at St. Joseph 
hospital, was notified of the accident 
and came down this afternoon nnd 
is now at the bedside of her husbnnd. 


DEAD TAKEN HOME. 


The remains of the dead were taken 


to their late homes on train 15 this 
raorninfr. 
The body of Joseph Stein 


was taken to Lima;thnt of A. Hadley 
to Van Wert, and that of Brakemaii 
McCool was brought to this city 
and taken to the Peltier undertaking 
establishment, where it is being pre- 
pared for burial. | It will probably be 
taken to Valparaiso, the homo of the 
deceased, for interment. 
Mrs. Mc- 


Coo). the bereaved wife, was notified 
of her loss by telegraph last night 
and came to the city on No. S this 


morning. She was met at the depot 
by Mrs. Frank Byers and was taken 
to that lady's home, where she is 
now awaiting the arrival of other 
relatives, when the funeral arrange- 
ments and the place of interment will 
be decided upon. 


THE RESPONSIBILITY. 


The engine which figured chiefly in 


the accident was the No. 7210, with 
Engineer J. A. Xeplinger and Fire- 
man W. A. Loos in the cab. The lat- 
ter was not injured at all and Mr. 
Keplinger was able to arise and dress 
this morning and come down to tho 
railway offices. 


The damage to the engine was 


slight. It lost its pilot and head- 
light, but the machinery was not 
seriously deranged and it was able 
to come to the city under its own 
steam, with Road Foreman R. J. 
Lyons at the throttle. 


The officials »nd the men who fig- 


ured in the wreck refuse at this time 
to talk about the responsibility for 
the accident, the men saying that 
they will not talk until after the ex- 
nminatlon.AH reports as to that mat- 
ter, therefore, are of an unreliable 
source and no credence should be 
placed in them. 


THE DEAD MEN. 


Walter A. McCool, the dead brake- 


man, 
was born in Porter county, 


Tnd., 
April 5, 1868, and would have 


been 37 years old at the next birth- 
day anniversary. He was an edu- 
cated man and for some years was 
engaged as teacher of music and later 
as professor of mathematics in the 
Northern Indiana Normal school, in 
•which institution Mrs. McCool is now 
employed as a teacher of music. Mr. 
McCool left the college over 
two 


years ngo and January 25, 1901, he 
entered the employ of the Pennsyl- 
vania as a brakeman. 
When the 


present immense freight movemsnt 
be^pn. Foveral w<?>?ks aero. Mr. Mc- 
Cool was called to the trainmaster's 
department in the capacity of car 
tracer and he was thus engaged when 
he met with the accident which re- 
sulted in his death. 


Of the other dead men, little could 


be learned here, as they reside in 
other cities. Joseph Stein was chief 
cur inspector at Limn, a position he 
held twenty years. Before going to 
Lima he was employed ns a car in- 
spector in this city. He is well ad- 
vanced in years and his family is 
grown up. 


Mr. Hadley was the foreman of the 


carpenter department nt Van Wert 
and has also been employed a good 
many years. He leaves a wife nnd 
some children. 


Mr. Guiselman, one of the injured 


men, 
who lives nt Van Wert, former- 


ly resided in this city and traveled 
for A. L. Johns, the harness man. 
Neither his wife nor himself was ser- 
iously injured. The injuries of tho 
others not mentioned in the forego- 
ing were slight nnd they were able 
to proceed on their journey or to re- 
turn to their homes. 


CONDITION OF THE INJURED. 
With the exception of Mr. Casey, 


it is believed all the injured will re- 
cover. 
That 
gentleman sustained 


the 
fracture 
of both legs and the 


right one wns particularly severely- 
crushed, n bad scnlp wound nnd tho 
fracture of two ribs. He wns wedged 
beneath a sent with Mr. Freis, their 
faces being side by side. Mr. Casey 
wns left nt Ada because of his seri- 
ous condition. 


The other seriously injured one is 


Mr. McElvoy. 
He sustained two 


scnlp wounds, a compound fracture 
o£ the left clavicle and a fracture af 
two ribs, the latter being close to the 
spine nnd the most serious injury 
of nil. 


Peter Trnvls, 
the conductor, was 


hurt about the head. He was con- 
siderably excited over the accident 
nnd in his efforts to relieve the oth- 
ers, he contracted 
a severe 
cold, 


which threatened 
to 
develop into 


pneumonia. On this account he was 
left at Ada, 
but will 
bs brought 


home probably this evening. 


Mr. Geiselman sustained a scnlp 


wound nnd his 
wife hnd an ankle 


sprained. In the seat with the lat- 
ter was her 
eighteen-months'-old 


babe, asleep with its hend resting 
upon a satchel. When the wreck oc- 
curred the satchel and the baby dis- 
appeared nnd were not taken out with 
the parents. 
Later the little one 


was found unharmed with its body 
half in the remnants of the satchel, 
while the latter was literally torn 
into shreds. 
The escape of the in- 


fant is considered a miracle. 


Ada, 
the scene of the wreck, is sev- 


enty-four miles east of Fort Wayne. 
The wreck crew and several of the 
transportation officials went to the 
scene 'on the special train nnd re- 
mained there nearly nil night. Noth- 
ing was left undone that could in the 
least tend to alleviate the sufferings 
of the injured and prnise is due the 
citizens of Ada for the noble manner 
in which they gave assistance. 


A SECOND ACCIDENT. 


Immediately following the collis- 


sion between Nos. 19 nnd 35, and 
before a flagman could be sent out 
to stop the Pennsylvania "special," 
that train came rushing by and was 
side-swiped by the end of one of the 
broken passenger cnrs, brenking the 
fireman's side of the cab and injur- 
ing Fireman C. I. Hale. 
The latter 


hnd just "put in a fire" and stepped 
to the side of the cab to look ahead, 
when he was. struck by the debris 
nnd knocked 
bacK into the* tender.' 


He sustained a bruised shoulder, a 
cut nbove the right temple and n cut 
on the nose. 
The Injury to the 


shoulder is the moat serious. Engi- 
neer Charles Eaton, who was on the 
cab, 
escaped 
injury. 
Mr. Hale 


was able to get down town this morn- 
ing, 
but he carried bis right arm in 


a sling. 


VANDALLA TO TOLEDO. 


The Frankfort Crescent prints the 


following important news: "Prepar- 
ations are being made to begin the 
construction of an extension of the 
Vandnlia from Butler into Toledo. 
By building about sixty miles the 
Vandalia and incidentally the Penn- 
sylvania will have an excellent To- 
ledo-St. Louis line. 
It is learned 


from a reliable source that it is ex- 
pected to complete this line in time 
for the opening of the St. Louis ex- 
position in 1904. 
This spring the 


line will be built to connect with the 
Detroit Southern, which will give the 
road a new connection with Detroit. 
The Vandalia 
acquired 
the 
Eel 


River road when the Indiana court 
forced the Wabash to give up the line. 
This gave the Vandalia a line ninety- 
three miles in length, extending from 
Logansport to Butler, Ind. la order 
to make the property a good invest- 
ment it will be necessary for the 
Pennsylvania to build to Toledo, the 
natural terminus of the line, and ac- 
tive preparations are being made for 
the construction of the extension."
